New York.—General Bramwell Booth 


successor to his father, the founder ol 
the Salvation Army, has come Into this 
country on his first visit as commanclei 
in chief of more than 100,000 "Qghtert 
for the Lord." The geneial went to 
Canada to inspect the posts In that 
country aud then will return to Ne\\ 
York to open a nation wide campaign 
at Carnegie hail on Sunday afternoon 
Nov. 23. 


According to a statement issued fiom 


the national headquarters, "lie wir 
speak as tne head of an organization 
with which he has been identified sinco 
his early school days, speak with the 
authority of one fully cognizant of nil 
the important events in the history of 
the movement since he became his 
father's chief supportet and Hist aid " 


There Is n lingering hope that the 


present head of the Salvationists, who 
Is described as a man of modern ideas 
lu army government, may come to 
some understanding with his brother, 
Balllngton Booth, head of the Volun- 
teers of America. It Is said that Bal- 
llngtou Booth bas Intimated a desire to 
.meet his brother. 


General Bra iu well Booth to In his 


fifty-seventh year. He was born at 
Halifax, England. In 185G and was 
named William Bramwetl Booth In 
early years, in deference to the wishes 
of his parents, he dropped the William. 


His father announced the birth ot 


this son lu these words: "It Is with 
feelings of unutterable gratitude and 
Joy that I have to inform you that at 
8:30 last ntght my dearest Kate pre- 
sented us with a healthy uud beautiful 
sou. 
The baby is a plump, round 


faced, dark complexloued, black pated 
Jlttle fellow—a real beauty " 


"In her oldest son," wrote Commis- 


ftloner Booth-Tucker some yeais ugo, 
"Mrs. Booth presented the world with 
a ruler, au oigauizer and a financier of 
unusual capacity." 


At the time of Bramwell's birth the 


Salvation Army probably was a remote 
idea iu tbe mind of his father, then a 
minister of the Methodist New Connec- 
tion and known simply as the Rev. 
William Booth. Bramwell Booth was 
about ten years old when his fathei 
launched bis evangelistic work at Mile 
End, which wiis followed by the Chris- 
tian Mlssiou^and later took the perma- 
nent form of^ Salvation Army. Young 
Booth began at the bottom.

be was his father's favorite sou, he 
was not spared 
He was disciplined iu 


a school "as seiere," says one biogra- 
pher, "as either West Point or Sand- 
hurst." In the general offices of the 
army he cleaned inkwellr aud per- 
formed duties usually assigned to n 
Janitor. He studied theology under Itev 
Charles CJ. Finuey, un American. 


He developed a keen sense of the

Under New Plan Sailors Are to 


Be Taught Many Trades, 


OFFICERS ACT AS TEACHERS 


Dream' of Secretary Is to Utilize Ves- 


sels and Equipment For tho Mental, 
Moral and Phyiical Uplift of Enlisted 
Men — Electrician!, 
Mechanic! and 


Stenographers to Be Trained. 


Washington.—"It is my ambition as 


secretary of the navy to make the serv- 
ice a great technical university, whoso 
doors will swing wide open to tho 
youth of America. In my opinion ev- 
ery ship aud every navy yard should 
be a school, and every officer of tho 
navy a schoolteacher. 
Iu this way 


we can give to every young man who 
enters the navy a chance to better him- 
self and fit himself for an houorablo 
career In other walks of life and at 
the same time increase the knowledge, 
the usefulness and the efficiency of tho 
personnel of the service." 


These nre the words of Josephus Dan- 


iels, secretary of the mny. who said 
a few days ago that he confidently ex- 
pected during the four years he is slat- 
ed to be the head of the navy depart- 
ment to make the United States navy 
not only the greatest fighting organi- 
zation in the world, but also tho 
world's greatest school of technology. 


The dream that Mr. Daniels wants 


to realize is tlie utilization of Ilia 
navy for tlie mental. morniraud phys- 
ical uplift of the young men who en- 
list Cor the service afloat. He would 
make of them expert clectrlci.ins, 
skilled mechanics of the highest type, 
wireless telegraph operators, artific- 
ers, stenographers, 
sblpfltters, 
and 


woodworkers. 


The secretary called attention to ths 


fact that already there are lu opera- 
tion schools for tbe electrical training 
of bluejackets at the na\y yards iu 
Brooklyn and San Francisco. 
There 


Is an artificers' school at Norfolk, Va., 
and a school for machinists at Charles 
ton,-S. C., while every battleship, every 
cruiser, and every torpedo destroyer 
affords a splendid field for the prac- 
tical training of the sailor lu almost 
any one of the great trades. 


But this is only a part of the plan 


that Secretary Daniels has evolved 
for the betterment of young Amer- 
icans who serve their country on board 
men-of-war 
If they are to be elec- 


tricians, skilled mechanics, 
capable 


carpenters, reliable wireless men, Mr 
Daniels considers that it is the duty of 
the officers of the service, whose ad 
vantages have been great, to teacl 
them also to speak and write good 
English, (0 spelf correctly, to know 
geography, and, if time permits, to 
take them into the realms of higher 
mathematics, and perhaps the classics. 


So it is that Secretaty Daniels, who 


bos fallen bead over heels in love with 
his Job and who has found the men 
of the navy, officers aud bluejackets 
alike, to be clean cut and clean Ih nig, 
has determined that tbe navy sbull be 
America's greatest school of technol- 
ogy — a school v, here any deserving 
boy. no matter how poor, may have a 
chance to better himself morallj, men- 
tally, physically. The president of this 
biggest of all the world's technical 
schools will be the secretary himself: 
Its vice presidents will be the com- 
manders iu chief of the Atlantic, Pa- 
cific and Asiatic fleets; the principals 
will be the commanding officers.

technical schools on hhore, nt the head 
of each of which Is an olhcer of high 
rank aud undoubted ability.

electricians, mechanics and other skil- 
led men needed for the navy there are 
none better lu this or any other conn- 
try. And It should be remembered that 
nt each of these training stations there 
is a master of the sword, whose duty 
it is to see to the physical training of 
the bluejacket students.
